ST. LOUIS PAYS 
HIGH RATE FOR 
LIGHTING GAS 




















Laclede Company Has Differ- 
ent Prices for the Same 
Product. 





Residents of the northwest corne? of 
St. Louis, those who live between Maple 
and St. Louis avenues west of Union 
boulevard, are paying their bills to the 
Laclede Gaslight Co. Thursday. The 
city is divided into 25 districts, and other 
sections have other days on which to 
pay. 

Consumers are crowding the com- 
pany’s office and taking their turn in 
line to pay the highest gas rate of-any 
big city in the United States. If they 
do not take advantage of the company’s 
arbitrary discount they must pay $1.10 
a thousand cubic feet for their lighting 
gas and 90 cents a thousand for their 
cooking gas. 

Customers of the company who pay 
their bills within 10 days after they are 
rendered pay $1 a thousand for lighting 
and 80 cents a thovsand for cooking gas. 

Here are press ‘dispatches from other 
cities showing how St. Louis gets the 
worst of it on its gas rates: 

Complaints in Indianapolis. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 22.—There 
is much complairit here because of ex- 
cesssive gas rates. Both lighting and 
heating gas are sold for 90. cents a 
thousand. 


Natural Gas in Pittsburg, 
PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 22.—This city 
has natural gas which sells at 25 to 32 
cents a thousand. The company is re- 
quired to furnish free gas for al Imunici- 
pal buildings. 
Boston Thinks 85 Cents High. 

BOSTON, Mass., Aug. 22.—Gas for all 
purposes here sells at 8% cents a theu- 
sand feet. This is regarded as exces- 
sive because the cost of making and 
furnishing it is less than 50 cents a 
thousand. 


Chicago Pays 85 Cents. 
CHICAGO, Aug. 22.—The legal rate 
for gas for all purposes here is 8% 
cents a thousand. This is considered 
high, in view ef the reports ef experts 
that the cost to the company is about 
40 cents a thousand: 


Part of Earnings for City. 
CINCINNATI, O., Aug. 22.—The gas 
company here receives 75 cents a theu- 
sand for lighting and fuel gas and pays 
back te the city 6% rpe cent of its gress 
earnings. 


Natural Gas at 25 Cents. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 22.—This 
city has natural gas, for which it pays 
only 25 cents a thousand feet for both 
lighting and ceoking. 


Detroit Grumbles at 80 Cents. 

DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 22.—The rate 
for both lightf&g and cooking gas in this 
city is 8) cents a thousand. There is 
much complaint because it is too high. 
Experts have testified that gas can be 
made and distributed at a cest of not 
more than 4 cents a thousand to the 
company. 


New York Pays $1 Under Protest. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—The people of 
this city are paying $1 a thousand for 
gas, but they are doing this under pro. 
test. Acting on the report of an inves- 
tigating committee the lower court: 
have ruled that 80 cents should be th: 
legal rate. Pending an appeal the com 
pany is helding 20 cents of each $1 paid 
If the Supreme Court rules that 80 cent: 
is the legal rate, the excess must be i 
tufned to the customers of the con.

ALABAMA GOVERNOR GIVES 
RAILROADS UNTIL OCTOBER 


If They Still Refuse to Obey Law 
He Says He’ll Call Special 


Session. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Aug. 22.—Gov. 
Comer, in a statement issued here last 
night, said he would give the railroad 
companies until Oct. 1 to comply with 
the recently enacted date law. If they 
do not comply at that date, he says, he 
will call a special session of the Legis- 
lature and urge the enactment of even 
mere drastic laws. 

Go, Comer'’s statement was the result 
of instructions given to the Federal 
grand jury yesterday. Judge Thomas 
Cc. Jones urged the indictment of any 
county or State officer Who interferes in 
any way with the injunctions issued bg 
his court nullifying the cheap rate law 
recently passed by the Legislature, 

Judge Jones’ charge is an answer to 
the threat of Gov. Comer that he would 
order State officials to enforce the law 
despite the Federal injunction. Judge 
Jones calls the situation ‘‘abominable, 
uncalled ‘for, and detrimental to the 
welfare of Alabama.”

WILLIAMS SAYS | 
VARDAMAN WAS 
WATSON'S TU0L 


Populist Leader Nearly Cap- 
tured Democratic Or- 
ganization. 





TREACHEROUS FRIENDS 





Party Workers Are Warned 
Against Future Trick- 
ery. 





YAZOO CITY, Miss, Aug. 17 ~ 
Charging that Gov. James K. Va.da- 
man spurned Democracy and coquet- 
ted with the Populists in the late 
campaign for United States Senator, 
John Sharp Williams, the victor in 
the fight for that office, in an address 
here on the aftermath of the bat- 
tle, strongly condemned such an at- 
titude. Among other things he said: 

“When I first entered into the cam- 
paign I thought it was a case of 
friendly competftion between two 
Democrats, both adhering to and lov- 
ing Democracy and taking their guid- 
ance, when they toon any at all, from 
Democratic leaders.

The plan of Tom 
Watson and his adherents to capture 
the Democratic organization in_ this 
State by holding the balance of power 
between Democrats came so very near 
being successful that the plan itself 
has been exposed and the eyes of Dem- 
ocrats who love their party have been 
op red.

TAFT AND THE PRESIDENT 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

LONDON, Aug. 22.—President Roose- 
velt and Secretary Taft in the British 
Isle are distinctly the heroes of the 
American political situation. The Times 
this morning, in discussing the Province- 
town speech, rejects the view that 
Roosevelt is on dangerous or unjustfia- 
ble ground in relation to the railways, 
and says that the President merely pro- 
poses that public control which has long 
existed in England, where no railways 
can issue fresh shares or bonds without 
parliamentary sanction. The Times re- 
gards Taft’s Columbus speech, as much 
more sharply put than Roosevelt’s and 
as clinching the Ohioan’s first claim on 
the confidence of the country as Roose- 
velt’s successor in the Republican lead- 
ership. 

Opinion appears to be practically unan- 
imous here, both among Britons and 
Americans, that the pressure of public 
sentiment in the United States will grad- 
ually force a just solution of the trust 
problem.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Aug. :7.—For the 
past several months Unitea States Dep- 
uty Marshal Ailen Sheldon of Spring- 
field has been trying to break up “‘boot- 
legging’’ around Mountain Grove, in 
the southeastern part of Wright County, 
and almost in the heart of the Ozark 
Mountains.

Paula Klippenburg Gives Hor- 
ace E. Miller’s Letters 
to Public. 





HE SPOKE OF MARRIAGE 





Visited Europe Annually for 
Five Years and Capti- 
vated Her. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—Miss Paula 
Klippenburg, the pretty Vienna girl, 
who was released yesterday after hav- 
ing been detained on Ellis Island for 
eight days, today made public some of 
the 250 letters she says were written to 
her by Horace E. Miller, the Newark 
(N. J.) millionaire whom she came here 
to sue for breach of promise. She also 
gave her version of the romance be- 
tween her and Miller. 

After being released from thé island, 
where she was held pending deportation, 
until acting Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor Smith had heard the true facts 
of the case, she came directly to New 
York and went to the Imperial Hotel, 
where were her 16 trunks. She declares 
that no time shall be lost in filing her 
suit against Miller. Her attorneys are 
now preparing the petition. 

“I first met Miller,’’ Miss ‘Klippen- 
burg said taday, “in 1902—just five 
years ago. 

“I was not quite 18 then. It was in 
Vienna, where I was living with an 
aunt. My father and mother were both 
dead then. I was an innocent girl, and 
Miller, who Was a few years my senior, 
appealed to me. He was a man of the 
world, handsomef/ and won me easily. 

“The aunt fs whom I was living 
died shortly afterwards, and Miller in- 
duced me to ac*>mpany him to Paris. 
There I remained while he was in Eu- 
rope, but the following year went to 
Budapest. 


He Talked of Marriage. 
“Miller came over every year after 
our first’ meeting and remained about 
three months each time. Frequently he 
took me on long tours through Germany 
and Switzerland, and we also visited 
London. He was liberal always, some- 
times spending as much as _ $600 a 
month. Always he taiked of marriage 
when he came back again, but it was 
only talk. 

“Then, about a year ago, 
a wife and children in this country, and 
we quarreled. This year he did not 
chime over and I came to this country 
to seek restitution apd justice. I did not 
intend to bring suit against him at first. 
as I wished to spare his wife and fam- 
ily. 

“We were on perfectly friendly terms 
until the day of my arrest, which came 
as a great surprise. Only a couple of 
days prior to my arrest he took me to 
the cafe, where we lunched together.”

Most of the letters which she Says 
Miller wrote to her are in German and 
all express a sincere affection. Some 
are signed Heinrich Holbein, some Ho- 
race E. Mueler and others Horace E. 
Miller. One, written in English, is as 
follows:

“Your loving letter, written to me the 
second day after your return to Vienna 
‘—Aug. 26—the aay I sailed from Eng- 
land, was received by me three days 
ago, and the miiden-hair fern you sent 
to me in the letter I think was from 
your room, from the flowers you had 
before we went away to Nuremburg. 
Am I right, dear sweetheart? How 1 
wish you Were here! I would kiss your 
dear hair and eyes and the hollow in 
your neck that was just meant for my 
kisses. 

“Can you imagine how 1 long for you 
and for your love and sweet affection? 
“You ‘said ] might write to you 
English, and that you would send one 
of my English letters translated into 
‘verman back to me so I would know 
you understood. Now, Dear Sweetheart, 
tell me true if it is too much trouble tor 
you to understand the English. for I 
would not have you grow tired of my 
letters and rather have you say if the 
English is too difficult, then I will write 

always in German? 

“I am very well and try to work so 
hard that I may be happy, but it is 
lonesome here without you and I missed 
you terribly. Have you got your pic- 
ture, and is it good? I shall look for- 
ward to the pleasure of receiving a pic- 
ture of you. 

“With oceans of love and kisses upon 
kisses, I am, Dearest Sweetheart, ever 
thine.

The thousands of children who have 
enjoyed the privileges of the St. Louis 
Playground Association are giwing ex- 
hibitiorfs of their work and special drills 
ard exercises for those who visit the 
grounds this week, closing the open-air 
werk for the season. 

Five playgrounds have been conducted 
by. the association, of which Mrs. E. A. 
De Welf of 5459 Bartmer avenue is presi- 
dent. Mrs. De Wolf has devoted her 
time and effort to this particular phi- 
lanthropy for the past eight years. 

“I have observed a great improve- 
ment in the children from year to year,”’ 
Mrs. De Wolf said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. .‘‘This work is not an experi- 
ment. It has been proven a necessity 
for the children.in_ the crowded dis- 


‘| tricts. 


Education to Mothers. 
“We have educated the people to a 
realization of the needs and require- 
ments of these little children, and now 


the matter will be taken up by the city. 
There will prebably be 14 playgrounds 
maintained next year. It means moral 
and mental improvement, invaluable to 
children who would otherwise be on the 
street in the gutter, possibly in mis- 
chief. ; 

“One of the unmistakably good re- 
sults of the playgrounds is that there 
have been many less instances of chil- 
dren in juvenile court, 

“I would estimate that in the last 
week of July, during the very hot spell, 
13,000 children were cared for in the five 
playgrounds. Kach had a shower bath, 
with the use of soap and towel every 
day. Many of the little things had 
never had a bath except those they had 
at the playgrounds. 

“They are always pleased to get in 
the water. It is the biggest event of 
their day. 

“Sometimes we have as many as 2 
little babies asleep in the hammocks, 
some as young as 6 weeks. They are in 
charge of the ‘little mothers,’ some of 
them tiny children themselves. 

“Several mothers have told us that 
this sleep is the only time all the hot 
day when the babies can rest. In their 
own hot, noisy reoms the little things 
can only cry and fret with the heat. 
The ‘little mothers’ never*get to play 
like real children except when their 
charges are cared for by the attend- 
ants. 
Do Not Know How to Play. 

“One of the sad things of these little 
lives is that they do not know how to 
play, they have to be taught how to 
have a good time. The basket weaving, 
bead work and just the least bit of 


sewing whi@h we encourage the children 
to do, appeals to them and they are 
greatly interested in the instruction they 
receive. 

“We let the girls dress dolls if they 
wish. wne boy took an interest in sew- 
ing and made some nice clothes for a 
doll.. The boys like the basket and 
bead work equally as well as the girls. 

‘“‘All the work is given in the form of 
play. We do not put any tax on them 
in their play hour. 

“Tt is interesting to observe the ef- 
forts the poor hard-working mothers 
make to send the children as clean and 
well dressed as possible. 

“Thes~nfiuence of playgrounds is not 
just as a temporary pastime, but ex- 
tends beyond the children themselves 
and brightens and betters their heme 
lives as well. 

“Mothers have implored us to con- 
tinue the playgrounds because there is 
no other place to send their children 
for exercise and fresh air. We have a 
man and a woman in charge of each 
playground as instructors and to keep 
the crowd orderly. 

“The children take care of the grounds 
with little rakes, brooms and baskets 
for papers. They enjoy the work and 
are learning the first lessons ef pride in 
neatness. 

“after this is done they have a re- 
freshing romp in the water. In the 
afternoon they swing, teeter-totter and 
have a general good time. 

New Life for Them, 

“In this way happiness, health and 
moral training are brought into the 
lives of the city’s children and they will 
grow into better men and women. The 
good cannot be over-estimated.”’ 

The playgrounds are situated at 
Twenty-third and Pine streets, Tenth 
and Carr, Twelfth_and Biddle, Sixth and 
La Salle and the Fowler Playgrounds at 
Seventh and Russell. The receptions 
will be on Thursday and Friday, from 
10 to 12 a. Mm. and 2 to 5 p. m. 

‘Persons interested in the work of the 
Playgrounds Association are invited to 
visit the children on those days.

It developed at the coroner’s inquest 
that two negroes, at the suggestion of 
Mrs. Taylor, removed Shay’s body to an 
undertaking establishment, for which 
each received $50. 

In orver to keep from publicity that 
Shay died in her apartment, Mrs. Tay- 
lor let it be stated that death had oc- 
curred in the street, and this was the 
information received by the coroner. 

Mrs. Taylor, who is separated from 
her husband, has abandoned her apart- 
ment and has uisappeared from. the 
Grand Hotel, where she went immedi- 
ately after Shay’s death.

WASHINGTON, Aug. —Statistics as 
to the attitude of large firms and cor- 
perations toward. men who join the na- 
tional guard and who may be absent on 
important military duty, are set out in 
the annual report of Gen. Greely, who 
commanded the northern division during 
the last fiscal year. Inquiries on these 
lines were addressed to the adjutants 
general of the states in the northern di- 
vision.

question as to whether mem- 
bers of the national guard who are in 
the public service are deprived of any 
portion of their regular wages while ab- 
sent on military duty, three states re- 
ported ‘‘no,’’ seven ‘‘no, with exceptions’”’ 
and two ‘‘yes, in part or in while.’’ 

To the question whether it is the cus- 
tom of large firms and corporations to 
make reductions in wages for the time 
of necessary absence on important mil- 
itary duty, eight officers reported ‘‘yes’’ 
and four ‘‘yes, with exceptions.” 

Nine officers reported ‘‘yes’’ to the 
question whether there was any diffi- 
culty experienced in keeping organiza- 
tions filled with desirable men. 

Among the causes for this as set down 
are influence of labor unions, lack of in- 
in military affairs, prosperous 
times and plenty of work, inadequate 
pay and allowances and _ inadequate 
State and national appropriations. Seven 
officers reported ‘“‘yes’’ and five ‘yes, 
with exceptions’’ to the question if labor 
unions oppose recruiting. 

The remedy suggested was that the 
latter be educated to full understanding 
that the Government guard should not 
be leoked upon as an enemy, but should 
be given to understand that their com- 
men object should be the welfare of the 
country.

NO WATER RATE 
DECREASE NOW 


Balance of $1,119,000 in Funds 
Needed for Extensions, 
\ Says Player. 








The report .that there is an unappro- 
rriated balance of $1,119,000 in the City 
Treasury to the credit of the Water 
Department is causing a Jot of worry 
for Comptroller Player through de- 
mands for a decrease in the rate. The 
Comptroller says it is not possible at 
this time that there may be any further 
reduction of water rates te manufac- 
turers or to any other users of water. 

The $1,119,000 in the Water Department 
fund, he says, is not surplus, but sim- 
Ply a balance that will be consumed 
in the course of the year in the pay- 
ment of interest and sinking fund 
charges. That amount, he says, must, 
under the provisions of the charter, be 
in the treasury at the beginning of the 
fiscal year. 

The Comptroller called = attention 
Wednesday to the fact that within two 
vears mamufacturers have ad the bene- 
fit of a reduction from 12% cents to 8 
cents a thousand gallons. 

The Water Department, in connection 
with the Board of Public Improvements, 
is now considering plans for the further 
extension ef the system, including the 
deepening of Compton Heights reser- 
voir, the laving and extension of mains 
in the southwestern part of the city, a 
new pumping house at Bissell’s Point 
and additional pumps made necessary 
because the pumping capacity at Baden 
and Bissell’s Point has been reached. 

The balance, he declares, is not larger 
than the actual necessities of the de- 
partment demand. Continuing, he said: 

“If it appears in the near future that 
a reduction in water rates can be made 
witheut jeopardizing the work of the 
department or the best interests of the 
city at large, it would seem to me that 
all users should benefit by a general 
scaling of the rates, and this would 
particularly appear to be the only just 
procedure, since the manufacturers so 
recently profited by a generous conces- 
sion.’

Insanely Jealous Man Kills 
Young Wife and Com- 
mits Suicide. 








MARRIED TWO MONTHS 





Murderer Leans Over Victim 
and Calls on Her to 
Live. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—In view of two 
terror-stricken children, Julius Teich of 
510 West One Hundred and Twenty- 
sixth street shot his bride of two 
months and put a bullet into his own 
brain. Both died in a hospital without 

regaining consciousness. 

Jealousy is supposed to have inspired 
Teich. He won his wife after follow- 
ing her to this country from Grievle, 
Poland, where they had been sweet- 
nearts from childhood. She married 
him last June, when he threatened to 
kill her if she did not do so. They be- 
gan housekeeping and were apparently 
happy, save when Teich's unreasonable 
jealousy asserted itself. 

Teich was 85 years old, a silk weaver. 
His wife was 28. She formerly was 
Miss Emily Herter. She lived with her 
uncle, Julius E. Herter. Tuesday Mrs. 
Herter invited her neice to go with her 
to Brooklyn. Teich’s jealousy was such 
that he could not bear his wife to be 
out of his sight. He forbade her going 
and they quarreled. 

Returns and Shoots Her. ; 

Yesterday morning Teich left to go to 
work. His companions at the silk mill 
say he appeared to be brooding. At 10 
o’clock he returned home. Mrs. Teich 
was dressing when her husband arrived. 
It is presumed that he accused her of 
intending to go with her aunt and that 
he shot her in a rage. 

Lillian Miller, 14, and Lena Gass, 12, 
were making candy in a kitchen directly 
across the court from Teich’s rooms. 
They heard high words and saw Teich 
chase his wife, revolver in hand.
